Tuis book is what it claims to be, no fiction—but a. 
simple narrative of facts, upon which the greatest 
possible dependence can be placed. It contains the 
experiences of one, who formerly held a fair position in 
England as a tradesman, and who sacrificed all to go 
to the promised land of beauty and of plenty. Con- 
vinced of the wickedness of this pretended religion he 
put together an account of what he had seen and 
heard at the Salt Lake, in order that others may be 
warned in time, and pause ere it be too late. In 
order to give effect to this intention, the publisher 
has had the work issued in its present shape, not 
only that the poor may buy it for themselves, but 
that the Clergy and others interested in their welfare, 
may be able to circulate it more extensively. In 
editing the work, and preparing it for the press, I 
have thought it right to maintain the simplicity of 
style in which the writer set forth his statements. 
I had intended to have prepared some answers to 
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the Mormon theories, but it seems better on the 
whole to let the narrative go forth upon its mission. 
The whole subject of Mormonism demands more 
attention from the Church than it has yet received ; 
and it is to be hoped that, among the plans set on 
foot by carrying on Missionary work at home, 
something may be devised which shall be calculated 
to snatch the people from the contagion of such 
fearful heresy, debauchery, and sin. To all who 
desire to undertake any such work, this book must 
prove of no ordinary advantage.

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INTRODUCTORY REMARKS. 


Tae N of Religion has occupied the thoughts 


and claimed the attention of men in every age. 
Even the heathen had certain faint and inadequate 
notions of a Being, who was superior to anything 
else,—a Being, to whom all homage was due, even 


from the lesser deities, and deified heroes, They 


groped darkly also after the doctrine of the Resur- 
rection, not merely in the schools of philosophy, 


but amongst others also, as we read of the Isles of 


the West, where the sun never sets, and summer 
full of joy and gladness ever reigns. But all these 
were merely dreams, or rather guesses at truth. 
There was no assurance or certainty of these mat- 
ters, until brought to light by our Lorp Jzsvus 
Curist. The revelation of Gop turns dreams into 
certainties, and theories into facts. It is as the gold 
of the alchymist. And since the Son of Gop came 
as man, the torchlight of truth hath been handed 
on from ion to generation; and the Church 
from the until now has been a witness for 
Gop to the world. The combat between truth and 
error has been and still is most fearfully carried on. 
Men ask now, as they did in the unenlightened ages 
of s tive heathenism, what is truth? and the 
prophets and ministers of Gop are still engaged in 
answering the question. 
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But whilst the prophets of the new dispensation 
have been endeavouring to guide men into the way 
of truth and the realms of light, the emissaries of 
the Evil One have been not less active in blinding 
the eyes of the human family, and have even become 
as the children of light; they have been changed 
into angels of light, so as to ensnare many, and to 
deceive the elect themselves. To such an extent do 
they mix light with darkness, that error is in many 
cases truth perverted. 

Let us take a case or two by way of illustration. 
Mohammed, for instance, when he first put forth 
his claims, did not make his entrée as an avowed 
enemy of Curist, and His doctrine, but on the con- 
trary, declared that he came to fulfil the mission of 
Jesus, who had promised to send the Paraclete. 
That Paraclete he claimed to be—able to teach 
them all things. Upon this he grounded the claims 
of that great imposition the Alcoran, which he pre- 
tended to have received as a revelation from Gop 
1 the hands of the angel Gabriel. To enter into 

the ramifications of the Mohammedan system, — 
to show its several distinetive points, is beside my 
purpose; what has already been stated as to the 
character of its author's avowals is amply sufficient

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That these things should exist, is no ground of 
surprise; they may afford reason for anxiety, and 
thought, and watchfulness, but none for wonder. It 
has been ever so of old. We have only to refer to 
the earliest ages of the Church, and there we shall 
read of teachers bringing in damnable heresies, and 
doctrines of devils, whilst they laid claim to superior 
wisdom and exclusive holiness, and denounced all 
who rejected their pretensions. And soon after 
their times we have the instance of Montanus, and 
his deluded followers. So that the constant warn- 
ing of the Church is, beware of them who would de- 
ceive you by vain philosophy and false conceits. 
Novelty in religion seems to be like a nareotic which 
drowns the senses and renders those who take it, dull 
and insensible to the impressions of Divine truth, 
As the doctrine of Curist Jesus, and Him crucified 
is the foundation of all religious truth, so its denial, — 
in some shape or form, is the foundation of all 


That this contest between truth and error is still 
proceeding with unmitigated force, the facts of our 
own days sufficiently prove. That it is needful to 
stand in the way, and seek the old paths, is a point 
few Christians can gainsay. That modern heresy 
assumes a subtle and fearful shape, will be shown by 
the detail of a history in which I have had a part 
by unfolding scenes which I myself have witnessed 
—and explaining doctrines, which, led away by en- 
thusiasm, I once held. In fact, I purpose to enter 
into a detailed account of the horrors and abomina- 
tions of Mormonism. 

Mormonism, says some one, why, we have works 
enough upon this subject already, some learned, 
some, may we not say so? imaginative. But this 
work is the result of experience; it contains scenes

CHAPTER I. 
Srers ro tae LAxx. 


Anp what, asks some one, what is Mormonism, that 
speak of it in terms of so strong condemnation ? 
answer,—it is thé religion of people known by the 
name of Mormons, but who call themselves Latter- 
Day Saints. They are the followers of one Joseph 
Smith, who gave out some — years ago that he 
was a great and mighty prophet, favoured with visita- 
tions from angels, who brought him revelations from 
Heaven, and made known to him mysteries hither- 
to concealed from man. He contended, moreover, 
that these revelations were of such a character as to 
demand the paramount attention of mankind. As- 
sisted by his confederate Rigdon, he put forth a book 
as large as the Bible, which claimed to be a trans- 
lation of a certain hieroglyphic MS., concealed for 
hundreds of years, and now brought to light by 
an angel. is is entitled the Book of Mormon, 
‘and its authorship is attributed to one of that name, 
B 
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and claims to be a kind of history of the Aborigines 
of America. 

Its style is a most clumsy imitation of Holy Scrip- 
ture, and all the passages that contain anything of 
beauty, of poetry, or of worth, are evident plagiar- 
isms — Isaiah, and the Minor Prophets. Strange 
as it may appear, it is nevertheless a fact that, 
though the Mormonites deny the correctness of the 
authorized version, they have nevertheless copied 
these passages verbatim. The teachings of our Lorp 
also are recorded, though with greater differences 
than those observable in the quotations from the 
Prophets. This is done in order to make it appear 
(which is the theory maintained) that they are the 
teachings of our Lorp to a portion of the lost tribes 
of the — of Israel who escaped from their own 
land, when their bréthren were carried captive into 
Babylon ; that those who escaped reached America, 
where increased, and became a great and war- 
like peo And still farther: that after the ex- 
ample of their ancestors in Paléstine, they became 
two kingdoms, between which deadly hostility 
prevailed, until, at length, the less godly of the na- 
tions prevailed over the other, and that these are 
now the Wild Indians of America. | 

But the chief theory of the book is, that Jesus 
Cuntsr, after His rejection by the Jews, often ap- 

red tothe 8 taught the same doctrines 

e had done in Judea. He chose, they say, twelve 
Apostles, wrought miracles, instructed His disciples, 
and told them of His sufferings at Jerusalem ; that 
after His Ascension He endowed those Apostles with 
wonderful gifts and marvellous powers, and that 
great success attended their labours, but that subse- 
quently their efforts seemed to have been in vain— 
heresy concealed the truth, and men became so de- 
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generate, that not even a vestige of Christianity re- 
mained on the face of the earth, 
of Mormon, 

Such is a brief sketch of the doctrine of the Book 
of the Mormons, a book so dull and heavy that we 
envy not the man who siti down to its perusal. It 
is a luxury to be enjoyed when one wants a soporifie. 1 
may add moreover that quotations from this work are 
seldom adduced before an English audience. When- 
ever it is alluded to, reference will, as a rule, be made 
to those pa which are clearly plagiarisms from 
the Bible, and this to show a certain amount of 
agreement between the two; so that the book may 
be regarded as a communication from Heaven, and 
its author as the chosen of Gop to usher in a new 
dispensation, : 

ow if the question—What is Mormonism? were 
addressed to its devotees, or sought for in their 
writings, the auswer would be—that it is the only 
true religion on earth; that it is a revelation from 
_ Gop containing all that is necessary to be known 
both as regards this world and the next; that it is 
fashioned after a Divine model by Divine command, 
that — all ube. it, 22 privi- 
leges, blessings, ces, of the patriarchal, pro- 
phetical, and Apostle dispensation; and that all 
the several functions of the Priesthood are discharged 
by men full of the spirit, and possessed of the same 
powers as those who had gone before them in 
period of the Church. They argue that theirs is the 
only true Church on the face of the earth.! — 
d as a natural consequence, they contend that 
all other religions are false and delusive, being either 
apostasies from the faith, or the inventions of men 


I It is sarprising how in some particulars there is a revival of 
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— — a desire of gain; that Priest and people 
are — , ignorant of the way of salvation, and 
the mind of Gop, as to past, present, and future. 

In order, therefore, as a corrective to these false re- 
ligions, theirs (they contend) was instituted and was 
to be known as the Church of Jesus CHRIST of the 
Latter-Day Saints. As the last dispensation of Gop 
to man, this is to overrule everything, and fulfil the 
vision of Nebuchadnezzar of the little stone cut out of 
the mountain without hands, smiting the image which 
represented the great kingdoms of the world, To 
carry out this mighty project, and to hasten the day. 
of its accomplishment, Brigham Young, the President 
of the Church, is Gop's vicegerent upon earth; his 
word they believe is the voice of Gop, and it is an 
open act of rebellion, and certain perdition for any 
to disregard, or gainsay his teaching. | 

Such then are some of the most presum of 
the claims of this modern delusion. There are 
others, scarcely less bold, which will be noticed in- 
cidentally in the course of the narrative. I may 
add that the ranks of Mormonism are recruited from 
two classes of persons: the irreligious, and strange 
though it may seem, the devout. . The latter perhaps, 
‘from the influence exercised by the teaching that the 

Millennium is now near at hand,—that pain will soon 
be done away with, and joy take its place; that dis- 
sension will cease, and peace be established on the 
face of the earth. Why the irreligious join the com- 
munity, it needs no seer to divine—no great powers 
of imagination to discover. 

The Missionaries in England strain every effort 
to propagate their principles, and, as (it must be 
confessed) they have had considerable success, I 

‘may just give a brief account of Mormonite — 
here, —the promises held out, and the steps by whi 
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persons are led on to proceed to Zion, as the city of 
the Salt Lake is called. Converts are sdmitted by 
Baptism, Imposition of hands takes place, and they 
become members of the Church of the Latter-Day 
Saints. In a very short time some are advanced to 
some office, as deacon, teacher, priest, and of this 
they feel in no ordinary degree proud. Some few 
are appointed to the office of elder, owing to their 
previous standing, or because of their respectability, 
—no mean qualifications, in the eyes of the body, 
for admission into the Melchisedec (or high) Priest- 
hood in contradistinction to the Aaronic, which in- 
volves the lower orders just mentioned. There is no 
examination whatever into the previous life of the 
candidate, as all such things are regarded as mere 
nonsense and folly. 

The newly admitted member is then invited to a 
convivial meeting (of which there is no lack) and is 
delighted with its free and easy character, and the 
caricatures of religion, which are painted in d 
verse, and sung to some hackneyed tune. He feels a 
freedom and luxuriates therein, though it must be 
added, that the devout (who, as has been said, form 
a great part of the converts, ) find no pleasure in such 
gatherings, but on the contrary, great source of un- 
easiness and disquiet. But were such a one to 
venture an expression of his feelings, he would at 
once be told, they were innocent amusements, 
and Gop willing His children to be happy, approves. 

thereof; that as an example, sanctioning the use 
of ridicule, there is the case of the prophet of Gop 
mocking the priests of Baal,and that the scruples he 
now entertains are but the results of prejudice, and 
will soon pass away to ble him no longer. 
Never mind, brother, president will say, 
Lou have obeyed the commandments and Gop is 
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better pleased with that than with all hypocritical 
sanctity.” Full oft these remarks, however absurd 
it may seem, tell with remarkable force, and the new 
convert only redoubles his zeal in the advocaey of the 
ee he has embraced, and which he, poor mis- 
guided man, fully believes to be true. He may, it is 
true, act with a kind of reserve with the intention of 
endeavouring to check the levity and wickedness that 
revail among them, and look forward to a time when 
he shall be enabled to infuse a healthier tone into the 
society. And when he sees that his efforts are all in 
vain, and his exhortations disregarded, he may, and 
often does, console himself with the fact that in 
most religions there is something ape eee either 
in belief or practice. And still further, he has heard 
so much of the blessedness of Zion, i that he longs to 
leave his English home to be there, to be in a ha 

pier state and condition, and to live among a y 
and righteous people, where sin and wickedness no 

prevail. 
or need we wonder at this, when we remember 
that however mistaken, the true Mormonite believes 
really that what he is taught is true. And what has 
that teaching been? He has been taught that there 
(in Zion) the Spirit of Gop is poured out upon His 
people, and His power made manifest, and that He 
s to them now as in former times by the 
mouth of His Prophets. Remembering, it may be, 
that leaving all has been set forward as a mark of a 
true disciple, he resolves to quit the land of his 
birth, to snap asunder all ties of affection for country, 
kith and kin—to leave those who are near and dear 
to him, though perhaps they may meet no more on 
earth.

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CHAPTER II. 


Tue Overtanp Rovre—iTs TRIALS, PRIVATIONS, DIFFI-

ALL voyages are pretty much the same, and there- 
fore I may pass over ours with the simple remark 
that I believe (as I have already said) a voyage in a 
Mormon emigrant ship to be much more pleasant 
and agreeable than in any other. A kind of brotherly 
feeling springs up among the passengers, though it 
may be diminished in some degree before they part. 
Upon reaching shore many, who have been impatient

It not unfreq ppens 
that once on — they return no more to the ship. 

Those who still persevere are transferred to the 
river boats, which are very large structures, the 
saloons elegantly fitted up, the cabin arrangements 
good and every convenience to be had, of course, I 
mean for those who can afford to pay.

I 
shan’t undo the — treatment this 
to the poor man, — one who was travelling with 
merchandize, fourteen oxen, and four cows bought 
with money raised for him before he left England ! 
Such are some of the difficulties connected with 
the overland route. But even these are not all, for 
to them are superadded the natural and physical 
ones which always obtain, where the hand of man has 
not been employed in making the —_ places 
smooth: unbridged rapid rivers to be crossed; 
— to be waded through; treacherous tehes 
d wherein the waggons sink up to the axle, 
can with difficulty be moved by the — 
strength of men and horses; steep mountains to be 
climbed ; barren sandy deserts to be traversed for 
days together ; ; unwelcome visits of savages almost 
in a state of nudity; cattle lost or stolen by the 
Indians; the emigrants worn and wearied out by 
toil, or broken down and constantly dying from 
some prevailing sickness; these are formidable diffi- 
culties which few would attempt to master, exce 
such as had left old England in despair, or were 
victims of unbridled enthusiasm. When sickness 
in a camp, and rages as an epidemic (as it 
did in 1854) the scene is most appalling and heart- 
rending. Whole families are swept away in a few 
hours. But even when this is not the case, many 
who left their homes full of hopeful anticipations die 
on the road exhausted by fatigue, and deprived of 
those necessaries which their weakened constitution 
demands. 
Nay, when any one is taken ill he becomes ® 
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‘burthen to the rest, who were already too over- 
crowded to be able to accommodate an invalid. He 
is removed at night to a tent, replaced in the waggon 
in the morning, and perhaps ere noon has departed 
this life. A grave is then dug, the body put into it, 
and covered with earth. But this is only for a few 
brief hours, for when the tent moves on, the wolves 
come, uncover the body, and make it their prey. 
The next followers see what has become of one of 
their companions who had been promised that he 
should reach Zion in safety. Sympathy for the 
bereaved there is none, and even the bitterness of 
their own grief is considerably mitigated by the 
weary toils of the journey. d here I end my 
‘account of the journey and its difficulties. They are 
real, for I have passed through them, they are far 
more intense than language can describe. I have 
thus stated them that, like the light-house at sea, 
they may serve to warn the enthusiastic of the risks 
they must be prepared to run. Be warned in time, 
I would say to my young readers, and let not 
‘specious hopes and plausible promises wean you 
from your old native land, in order to become the 
deluded victims of a miserable imposture. 


CHAPTER IIL 


Tus City Zion, anp THE DIFFICULTIES THERE AWAITING 
tas Emigrant. 


An Englishman entertains the idea that a city must 
‘be distinguished for its wealth, and grandeur, its 
bi ita ecclesiastical buildings, its of 
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} 
justice, its civic banquets, its halls of commerce, its 
sy population, and its signs of active pursuits 
being constantly carried on. But none of this is 
applicable in the present instance. On entering the 
Lake city, the first impressions are those of disap- 
pointment and disparagement. With the tion 
of the residence of the President, and one 
erected for his wives, there are very few houses whi 
can be compared to third-rate ones in England. Many 
of them in fact, are cottages of only one, two, or three 
rooms, built of adobies or bricks dried in the sun. 
But by far the greater majority of the dwellings are 
mere hovels, with scarcely any accommodation within 
or without: others are built of unburnt bricks: 
others of mere logs, the roof being simply poles rest- 
ing on the walls, on which brushwood is thrown, 
covered by a layer of earth. This is very useful in 
summer, since it moderates the excessive heat; but 
as it is far from water-tight, the snow penetrates it 
in winter, and „ but ry itable. In 
some of these places, which are not floored, posts are 
driven in the ground, and so an for a bed- 
stead is made. On visiting a family in one of these 
wretched places, I found that their only means of 
light was a hole 12 inches by 18; the covering or 
roof so low that one could scarcely stand upright ; 
whilst the openings-between the rough boards which 
served for a door, admitted the driven snow. And 
yet this family who expected thus to pass the long 
and d winter, had once oceupied an excellent 
house in London with every comfort around them, 
and servants to do their bidding; and now they 
— hardly command the most common necessaries 
of life. 
The buildings, which are mostly detached, and 
some distance apart, give to the whole the appearance 
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of villages. The city is bounded on the North- 
9 — mountains of very great 
height ; on the West by similar ones, though more 
a South by the converging leases of 

t and West. It is in the 41st degree of Northern 
latitude, and the 111th of Western longitude, and 
its elevation above the level of the sea is 4500 feet. 
It is entered from the States by a Kanyon, or grass 
of many miles in length between the Northern and 
Eastern mountains. The road, if it may be dignified 
by that name, follows the meandering course of a 
mountain stream from its summit to its base. The 
descent of this is no easy task, since in some places it 
is quite precipitous ; in others so narrow as to afford 
999 In these 
places the are obliged to be kept on one of 
the sloping sides, and this must be done with such 
nicety, that except with the greatest care, they are 
turned over altogether. The water in question has 
to be erossed some twenty times in the last four 
miles of the approach to city. Were a hostile 
army ever to venture this pass it might be easily 
routed, or even annihilated. 

The general price of firewood is about eight dollars 
2 load, but no one keeps any on hand for sale in the 
winter, and therefore, those who have not laid in a 
stock beforehand suffer very much during that in- 
clement season. No coal is to be had, and all work 
requiring it is done by charcoal made for the pur- 


streams, which serve to supply the different sections 
or wards with water for irrigation, without which no 
erops could be grown, since, owing to the extreme 
‘heat of summer all vegetation would wither. The 
‘sloping nature of the land offers ample facilities for 
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irrigation, bat, as there is often a lack of water, oon · 
stant disputes and annoyance arise in consequence, 
as there are always some ready to take advantage of 
their neighbours by using a greater quantity than 
they ought. 

a parts of the land are good and fertile, others 
so boggy that they would not repay cultivation; so 
much so in fact, that cattle straying into them be- 
come so imbedded that they perish. On the West 
side of the city is a small river which flows from a 
lake south of the city called Utah, and which empties 
itself into the Salt Lake about fifteen miles distant. 
The margin of the river is inaccessible, being for the 
most part a mere muddy swamp. The river cannot 
be used for purposes of navigation, because it empties 
itself into a lake from which there is no outlet. 
river, called Jordan, forms the Western boundary 
of the city; on the north, east, and south it is 
enclosed by a wall twelve feet high, with embrasures 
and loopholes at a distance of about every two hun- 
dred yards. It is built of earth thrown out of the 
ditch which surrounds it, and in order to hold it to- 
gether there are layers of wild sage, and weeds which 
materially injure the vegetable crops. There are 
openings in the walls for gates, which have not how- 
ever been fixed as yet. 

And here, perhaps, some one may ask,—why was 
this wall built, and what purpose was it designed to 
serve? I answer first of all, it was erected for os- 
tentation, that it might go forth to the world that 
the city is surrounded with a wall—as was Jerusalem 
of old—and therefore is a place of safety as well 
as beauty. Secondly, as was publicly avowed in the 
ta it was erected that they might know who 
went out and who came in; but more especially to 
prevent any one leaving, except commissioned, This 
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is, in fact, to reduce it to a prison. Heber Kimball, 


Brigham’s right hand man, at a conference meetin 
some time ago, addressing the croakers, (as he call 
those who were dissatisfied, and complained of dis- 
appointment, ) exclaimed—‘ We'll soon have the gates 
up, and all that are in we'll keep in.” The city is 
laid out in compartments of ten acres each, nine of 
these constituting a ward over which a Bishop is ap- 
pointed to preside, not indeed so much as a spiritual 
overseer, as a policeman who has to decide upon all 
cases that arise within his district, and is ex- 
. pected to be fully acquainted with the temporal con- 
cerns of every resident, and to exercise special super- 
vision over those who are working tithe labour. 


‘The city contains nineteen of these wards or dis- 


tricts. As only a portion of it in any way resembles a a 


town, and the streets are wide, an ap ce of 
emptiness es the whole. But little attention 
is paid to the streets, and still less to the sidewalks, 
which are neither more nor less than long green 
lanes, with cottages twenty feet back from the fence. 
In the neighbourhood of the Temple division, there 
are some twelve stores, where a general assortment 
of goods is kept, but owing to the extent of land 
carriage, they are sold at an extravagant rate; the 

ice of sugar, for instance, being about 40 cents, or 
le. 8d. pound, and other things at a similar rate. 

But besides all this, there is often a great defi- 
ciency, even though people have the means to buy. 
Tea, sugar, coffee, pepper, rice, and other like com- 
modities are frequently sold out within two months 
after the arrival of the goods teams. In the winter 
of 1853, 1854, none of the above-enumerated ar- 
ticles could be obtained from November until June 
following. This was the earliest time at which the ox- 


* teams could arrive, as they had to travel 1400 miles, 
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and it was useless to set out on the journey till April, 
because of the snow making the roads im le. 
This is the reason why merchandize is at such a high 
rate in the valley. Other articles which are not abso- 
lutely necessary, but nevertheless contribute much to 
the comforts of home, cannot be had at any price 
whatever in Salt Lake. There are two or three hotels 
where pretty good accommodation may be had by 
those who are able to pay, but none where a 
man can go, or where the weary traveller bound for 
California could find rest and repose. In fact, there 
is nothing whatever in the arrangements of Salt 
Lake to make a residence there in any way desirable. 
It has been described as a land flowing with milk 
and honey. Yes! a land flowing with milk and 
honey indeed! Why there is scarcely any com- 
modity so scarce. I do not mean that there is not 
milk, and that the cows do not produce as much as 
can be reasonably expected, considering the little 
care they meet with. But milk is not sold. What 
is obtained is generally consumed by the families of 
those who keep cows, and it is * indeed that a 
new comer, or a poor person can obtain any milk at 
all. Nay, so badly is this felt, that a friend of mine 
whose wife was ordered rice milk, went all over from 
one to another, to offer to pay whatever price was 
asked for a half-pint of milk, but it could not be had. 
One answer may be taken as a specimen of all. En- 
tering a shed, where a woman was milking, he made 
known his wish. ‘ Guess you can’t have any; we've 
only two cows, I has one, and she the other, and 
then wi’ our children we ain't got enough.“ ) 
As to honey, no one has ever been able to rear a 
swarm of bees, and none is ever imported. Wine is 
kept at one or two stores, but sold at such an 


enormous price as to place it beyond the people’s 
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reach. Fruit is scarce. There are no apples, pears, 
quinces, plums, cherries, mulberries, raspberries, 
strawberries, nuts, gooseberries, currants (except a 
few wild ones from the Kanyons), no oranges, lemons, 

or citrons. Raisins may sometimes be had in the 
— — . There are a few common 
sort of fish in the rivers and creeks, but no regular 


sore nor yet any salmon, cod, turbot, and such

In corroboration of this statement, Brigham Young 
himself may be called as a witness. On one occasion 
addressing the saints when suffering from scarcity, he 
is reported in the Deserat News to have said, “Is this a 
place to be desired above all others ? No, it is not, 
and it is most repugnant to the feelings of many of 
my brethren. But have the saints yet to learn that 
the place chosen for them was to be such as the 
Gentiles should not covet? Some will be ready to 
ask me, where is to be our place? That is no busi- 
ness of yours. When the time arrives for us to move, 
I will let you know all about it; but I can tell you 
this, it will not be to California, nor New Mexico.” 
Pretty treatment this, methinks my readers say: 
pretty treatment of those who have given such proofs

CHAPTER IV. 


Tun mail’s arrived! — what a joyous sound 
is that,—how do hearts beat high with hope, 
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as each one asks himself, “Is there a letter for me 
from dear old England?” It is not often however 
that this cry is heard in Zion. We have nomi 
mail every month, but we often look for months 
for its arrival. Nor is it much good writing to your 
friends, unless you are known to be favourable to the 
‘Mormon cause, for an opinion generally prevails that 
the letters are opened, and all containing any com- 
plaint or ambiguous expressions are kept back. I 
was told by one who, disgusted with Mormon doin 
though a Mormonite, had just left the city, that 
could make affidavit to the fact of his having so 
opened letters and kept them back. | 
Neither in the settlements nor in the city have 
attempts to adorn them with flowers, or to rear fruit- 
trees successful. The faithful have been con- 
stantly exhorted to bring out the best specimens t 
could. This has been done again and again, wi 
only the same result, failure. Brigham, and a few 
others, have some pieces of ground containing 
peach trees,—but the keen winter frosts, generally 
speaking, destroy promising .crops. There is a 
eatre in the city, to which those who can buy a 
ticket have access, except on special occasions, when 
none but élite () are admitted. Such was the case 
for instance in the winter of 1854, when Brigham 
ve a ball to. Colonel Shiptoe, and his officers, who, 
—— en route for California, wintered at Zion. On 
this occasion, Brigham and the twelve chose out the 
most beautiful of their wives, and after a supper re- 
plete with every luxury, the dance commenced. The 
officers gave one in return, but so many excuses were 
sent that there was merely a slender gathering. 
Hereupon a second entertainment was got up, and 
some respectable young women were invited. They

Some quoted in defence the ball given by 
Brigham at the theatre, but they were told that was 
no rule for them. Brigham had a right to do as he 
— but they had none to copy him. Those who 
id not show sufficient sorrow were cut off from the 
Church.

At Christmas time there is a holiday of about 
a fortnight’s duration. Labour ceases, and festivi- 
ties begin. The school-rooms are thrown open for 
amusements, to which every one is expected to con- 
tribute. I was present on one of these occasions. 
Fiddling and dancing were the popular attractions, 
interspersed with a few comic songs. As a specimen 
of their character, I may give the plot of one sung 
by a Bishop.

All materials for manufacturing purposes have to 
be obtained from the States. Sheet-iron is 50 cents 
a pound, when there is any in store. -For all other 
ironwork, as for mill-gear, &c., the tires of 
&c., are used. The task of adapting these to their 
purpose, being a tedious process, fetches.a high price 
ui the market. Wool is grown to some extent, but as 
there is no machinery for using it, and making it 
into cloth, it is not much valued. In 1853 a scheme 
was suggested by some of the twelve then in Eng- 
land to buy machinery for the purpose. .A company 
was formed : weavers and spinners were sought after 
and promised high wages. The bait took, and many 
offered themselves. A perfect collection of 
nery was made, and brought as far as S. Louis on 
the Missisippi. It was left there until teams could 
be obtained to take it on to the Salt Lake. The 
following year, however, a deputation was sent to 
8. Louis, with authority to dispose of all the ma- 
chinery by public auction. This was done, and thus 
the bubble burst. Nearly the same fate had attended 
a scheme which was set afloat the year before, for 
extracting sugar from beet root, as they have only 
been successful in making molasses, also some 
common paper. 
In the public works there is a manufactory for the 
bowie knife—a knife like a butcher’s, with a guard 
between the hilt and the blade, so that any one 
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it can do so with safety. It is intended for

I may add, in conclusion, that candles and soap, 
which are very scarce, are of “ home manufacture.” 
Those who are able to buy meat carefully put away

meat sometimes for weeks, are constantly without 
- candle and soap. And yet to attempt to leave 
such a place is an unpardonable sin.

Nay, 
many a time for months together, he has not a 
dollar to call his own, and so one spare article after 
another is sold or bartered for a little tea, or coffee, 
or sugar, till everything is gone. When the clothes 
which he brought with him, are worn out, he has no 
means of providing a fresh outfit,—but has to go 
and ask for an order on the store for a pair of boots, 
ts, or any other article he may require either for 
imself or any member of his family. This is not 
as some may imagine, an extreme case, but one of 
every-day occurrence. | 
‘The hardships and sufferings of the poor during 
winter are exceedingly great and severe, increased as 
they are by the length it continues. The thermo- 
meter often shows from 40 to 50 degrees of frost. 
And then what more miserable condition can be im- 
agined? Men, and women, and children, crouching 
and shivering beneath the cold, pinched almost to 
death, huddling close together to see if they can 
warm each other ; no fire, no friends to pity, comfort, 
or help, no resource, no escape, nay, if one were to 
complain of what he suffered, he would be told that 
it was all for the best, for if he did not suffer it here, 
he would have to bear it hereafter ; that it is nothing

— ne with what feel who are driven 
from Nauvoo; it is — to try and prove 
them. With such hypocritical cant do they who 
have means salve their consciences (if they have — 
left), and excuse themselves from giving any ai 
whatever to the poor and destitute. 

It was stated some time ago, in the Millennial Star, 
that a piece of land had been set apart, in order to 
build residences for the poor upon it, but that, after 
the strictest inquiry, they could only find two in the 
city who — any assistance. Now this, I need 
scarcely say, is directly contrary to the truth, and is 
one of those specious falsehoods put forth from time 
to time to deceive the unwary, and make them be- 
lieve that the land of which they have heard so much, 
is one of perennial plenty. But I can, from my own 
experience, testify that there is no country where the 
poor, the widow and the fatherless are so neglected, 
—there are none to visit them or to take any inter- 
est in their welfare; there are no hospitals for the 
sick, no asylum for the aged. One might pine away 
and die of hunger, untended and uncared for, and 
when the soul bad passed away, there would be no 
more respect shown to the corpse than when it was 
alive. The burying ground is some two miles from 
the city, and the corpse is placed upon a waggon 
and conducted thither, followed by a few relatives. 
The body is put into the grave without any service, 
or ceremony whatever. funeral generally takes 
place on the evening of departure, and very rarely 
indeed does a day intervene between death and 
burial. As there is no fence to the burial ground, 
many prefer burying their friends in their own gar 
den or allotment, in order to preserve them from the 
wolves, who are constantly making attacks upon 
them, Willard Richards, one of the first council, 
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and John Smith, the Patriarch, were so buried, whilst 
the poor who cannot pay for a conveyance, invariably 
adopt this plan. 
here is another hardship of a different kind, and 
one which is felt by a small class: I mean the 
dearth of literature. The postal communication is 
so uncertain and irregular ; the opportunities for the 
transmission of books so rare, and the charges of 
conveyance so extravagant, that the majority of the 
people are in entire ignorance of what is going on in 
the lands they have left behind.

CHAPTER VI. 


Tue or THe TABERNACLE. 


IS III proceed in this chapter to give some few 
imens of the style of teaching that prevails in 
Tabernacle. On one occasion I went to the 

preaching; as it is called, in the ward schoolroom, 
where the principal speaker gave a lengthy account 
of his in Mormonism, in which he showed 
that whatever else he knew, he had made particular 

uaintance with, and was exceedingly partial to the 
ittle pronoun J. His egotism peeped out all night 
long, or rather, I should say, was the most prominent 
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feature in his oration. He boasted of the 
superior wisdom to which he had attained by his 
firm adherence to the teaching of the authorities. 
“Yes!” said he, warming with his subject, I have 
wisdom which thousands of worlds could not pur- 
chase. Now tell me, what do they know in the old 
country? Why, excepting some little acquaintance 
with the arts and sciences, they are all a pack of 
fools. Holloa! what did I say? Why it’s out now, 
and I suppose it slipped out because it was in. 
Well, it’s true enough: so it’s all right. That’s all 
I have to say.” This is a specimen of the insult 
heaped upon old England, and of what those have to 
suffer who have not lost all love for, or forgotten all 
the associations connected with their native land. 
Yes, painful are the feelings that rend a true English- 
man’s heart, when he has quietly to listen to the 
diatribes of these braggarts, and he remembers how 
his countrymen have contributed to raise them to 
their present position. Yet so it is. There is no 
help nor redress, and Nauvoo is the word that raises 
to place and office. It has been said by a writer on | 
Mormonism, that the Mormons have brought on , 
their own troubles by their boasting, arrogant, and ) 
insulting manner towards those who disapproved of 
their conduct. This remark is perfectly true and 
just. But if I may be allowed so to express myself, 
such a line of procedure appears to me an “old 
dodge,” and an expedient resorted to, by those who 
would gain attention. It naturally produces to a 
certain extent an amount of hostility, and then the 
of persecution is raised, as likely to increase the 
sympathy of friends, and cause them to aid in pro- 
viding additional missionary stations. 
In the autumn of 1854, when it was known that 
Congress had appointed another governor, the great- 
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est excitement and indignation prevailed. This was 
plainly shown by the extreme violence of the several 
speakers. Brigham himself declared that he would 
be governor till the Lorp called him to resign. 
Dyson Hyde, Chief of the Twelve Apostles, bouneing 
in his usual way, said, “ Let them — another 
man to the office. What of that? Brother Brig- 
ham, and nobody else, shall be our governor.” Je- 
didiah Grant, Brigham’s second counsellor, full of 
braggadocio, threatened the federal government with 
the vials of his wrath, for daring to interfere with 
the affairs of the Saints. Little Utah,” said he,“ is 
a mighty trouble to them. Let them talk, what do 
we care for their decisions? We mean to do what 
we like, and ask no odds of any one. Hang Uncle 
Sam, and hang John Bull: we'll be more than a 
match for any of them yet.“ Letters were then 
read from some missionaries in Europe, detailing the 
indifference and coldness with which they were re- 
ceived in some places, and the persecution they met 
with in others. Upon this, Brigham exclaimed— 
„Would that I had a voice of thunder, I would say 
to every one of the brothers our missionaries, Leave 
them, and come home. Let them go to hell and be 
damned. They have had warning enough.” And 
coarse, vulgar, and wretched as such language is, 1 
can assure my readers that I have given them some 
of the best specimens, and that this is quite refined 
when compared with some of the speeches of the 
tabernacle. An oath seems to be Brigham’s favourite 
mode of enforcing his sentiments. When remon- 
strated with on one occasion, and asked why he swore 
80, he made answer that he had a licence to swear just 
as much as he liked. Besides, said he, I do all 
my swearing on the stand (i.e. in the tabernacle).” 
He does not often address the people in the morn 
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ing, but in the afternoon, when the sacramental 
bread and water are being handed round, and then 
it is for the most part upon local matters, such as 
tilling the ground, fencing off, raising stock, paying 
their tithing, and kindred subjects. One winter, 
I remember, he warned the people not to come to his 
woodyard to steal fuel, as they did the preceding one, 
for,“ said he, “if I should happen to catch you at 
it, and Israel's Gop give me strength, I will spi 
your blood ; I would not defile my hands by touch- 
ing you, but if there were a yoke of oxen at hand, I 
would take off the chain drag you off the pre- 
mises.” 
His afternoon discourses are frequently also a kind 
of critique upon what has been spoken in the earlier 
part of the day. On one occasion I heard him say, 
„J wish to make a few remarks on what was said 
this morning, relative to the young men of this city, 
trying their horses, racing, exercising, and so forth on 
the Sunday. My brother John lamented that they did 
not pay more regard to the day, and come to meet- 
ing more regularly, and soon. Now Brother John’s 
motives were, I daresay, very but I differ from 
him in many things that he advanced. Now let me 
tell you, many of these young, men are noble spirits,

Well, I know it says 
so, but mind, I don’t believe a word of it, I believe 
if Gop had made man of the dust, he would have re- 
mained in a ‘ dobie’ state. Pardon my bad grammar, 
I should have said, an adobie, for that im the 
unciation. It is a Spanish word for an unburnt 
Prick However, I believe that never man nor 
woman ever existed —, the earth, except by the 
same means as now. haps some will be ready to 
ask—then is not the Bible account of it correct ? 
Listen, I'll answer you by a simile. Hear that 
prattling little girl. Mother, where do the babies 
come from?’ Oh! hold your tongue, child, and 
don’t ask such questions.’ ‘ But mother, I do 80 
want to know.“ Why then, they dig them up from 
— the bushes, to be sure.“ Well 
Worse in words. 
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now, don’t you see,” he continued, “ that’s all the 
information you choose to give to a child, and all it 
is capable of understanding. Well, it is just so that 
the Amicuty has imparted knowledge to the world 
on that interesting subject. But why so? Simply 
because they were incapable of receiving any sane 
than a metaphorical account, neither can they now 
receive any other. But how is it with the saints? 
Are they dependent on nursery tales and such 
like? No, they are not, but they have knowledge 
that worlds upon worlds cannot purchase; and if 
they are faithful, will go on increasing and advancing 
in — until they are fit to go up, and take 
their place with the Gods. I know that you are now 
the most holy le upon earth, but still there is 
room for amendment, and if you go on as you have 
done this last three years, it will not be long before 
you will be favoured with angels’ visits.“ 

At another time, he was speaking of the proper 
object of worship, or in other words—Who is the 
Gop of the whole earth? His discourse was parti- 
eularly rambling and discursive. He concluded as 
follows“ J have already explained it fully in my 
address to the April Conference of 1853. I then 

to you that Adam is the only God we have to 

with; that he alone governs this world of ours. 
Well, how did he get his exaltation? Why, in just 
the same way as you and I have to get ours, if ever 
we reign over worlds.” | 

contrary all this is to the teaching of the old book, 
for which many still entertain a very high regard, 
They have an answer always ready. The old book, 
say they, was intended for the people and the times 
when it was written. But we have to deal now with 


the present revelations, and those who stick to the

It has been boldly taught that we are as much in- 
debted to Joseph Smith for salvation as we are to 
Jesus Curist. Nay, more so, for they tell us that 
Jesus Curist could begin to be so great as Jose 
Smith. I was present at one of the meetings of 
Priesthood, when one of them spake as follows. “I 
thank Gop I am a Mormon. When I was in the 
sectarian world, it used to trouble me a great deal 
who Gop was, and where He was, but I never could 
learn; and when I prayed to Him, I did not know 
whether He heard me or not. But since I became 
a Mormon, I know who God is, and where he is, 
and I know if I ask him a favour, if it’s right, hell 

t it me. I mean Brigham Young, for he is my 
God, and I don’t want to know anything about any 
other God.” 

The President of the meeting highly applauded 
his sentiments, and commended the strength of his 
faith, remarking that “that was the only way in 
which we could realize any blessing from the Al- 
MIGHTY, viz. through the administration of His 
servant ; but the sectarian world could not see it, 
and as they had no real Priesthood, they had no 
of access to Gop.”

Nor det me give a little advice to you who are wives. 
Don’t think of praying for anything unknown to 
r husband, or in any other way but through him. 
He is the Priest, and it is his office to make inter- 
cession. It is the only way you can offer a prayer 
unto Gop. Did you ever know of a woman who had 
a husband, obtaining a blessing in any other way 
than through him? No, you never did, and you 
never will. | 
I could multiply specimens of this character, and 
worse, until it would sicken the reader to peruse them. 
These may serve to show the sadness of heart which 
must be the lot of those who fondly hoped that on 
reaching Zion they were to be addressed in the words 
of inspiration, and be more fully instructed in the 
ways of the Lorp than they possibly could be in 
any other part of the world. The bait of perfect 
knowledge by certain endowments was held out to 
allure us to Zion,—held out, but never accomplished ; 
for in whatever that knowledge consists, or how it is 
to be obtained, or what the endowment is, is all kept 
a profound mystery, and cautiously withheld. 
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CHAPTER VI. 
Tun CEREMONY OF CONFERRING THE Envowmane. 


Wuart the Endowment is nobody knows, what it 
confers nobody can surmise. It is represented as 
the greatest climax of good. Those who have it are 
said to possess the key that opens Heaven.. Seduced, 
and in some measure supported by these representa- 
tions, the disciple endeavours to forget al] past agon 
and sorrow, as well as present suffering, - 
ing nothing as fit to be compared with the mys- 
terious “‘something” that is to be bestowed u 
them. Buoyed up by this the ultimatum of their 
hopes, their many disappointments are forgotten, 
and their secret misgivings silenced. The day of 
endowment produces one of two results. It either 
confirms the disciple in his faith, or reveals to him 
the utter emptiness of their presumptuous claims. 

The term endowment is clearly a misnomer, in 
that no benefit either temporal or spiritual is be- 
stowed or received. The ceremony takes place twice 
in the year, and generally lasts from six to ten days. 
When it is about to commence notices are issued 
for a select few to be at the appointed place at seven 
o’clock in the morning of such a day. They are 
required to bring with them Temple garments, which 
are generally borrowed for the occasion, each one 

providing them for himself. | 

The garments consist of a loose robe, made of 
white linen or calico. It has sleeves for the arms, 
and a sort of trousers. They have a cap, and shoes, 
all of the same material. ides this they wear a 
kind of apron, upon which the resemblance of fig- 
The 
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- females have a veil in addition. At the door a clerk 
is seated to take down the names of the persons, 
and those of their father and mother; the time of 
birth, and other such particulars. Next follows the 
bath—where every one is washed all over, the ope- 
rator pronouncing a kind of blessing at the same 
time suited to the various members, or organs of 
the body. Whispering in the ear he asks the name, 
and then says, Your name shall be such and such: 
keep it as a secret—tell it no one. Ina state of 
nudity they then enter the next room, where each 
one is anointed with the scented oil, the 
acting in this case as in the former. The dress 
before described is then put upon the noviciate. 
The males and females are separated from each other 
a screen. When all is ready they move into 
another room, which is to represent n of 
Eden ;*a female, personates Eve, and one f man 
Adam, and anothér the devil. A dramatic perfor- 
mance then takes place, representing the fall of our 
first parents, their expulsion from the garden. The 
next scene represents man as bewailing his fallen 
condition, bo banishment from Gop# They cast 
themselves down prostrate as if in penitence, and 
bewail their transgressions. Some now enter as 
ministers of Gop. The devil also enters, and in- 
quires if they want religion. Oh, let them,” says 
he, “have religion by all means.” The ministers 
look at him with some degree of suspicion, and ex- 
hort the penitents to pray more earnestly. One 
then assumes a most hypocritical look, and with 


ious gestures, hopes that the people will be liberal ;

‘as the rest. The ministers now pretend to detec 
his real character, notwithstanding his disguise, and 
beg him to retire from their company. But he will 
hear of no such thing. He braves them, and de- 
— , tells them he is as good as they, defies 
to cast him out. Now the greatest confusion 
— midst of them Apostles of the 
Church enter. They command Satan to de- 
, and he flees before They then begin to 
instruct the lost in the way of ‘salvation. After this 
the actors in the drama withdraw, and the others are 
addressed at some length. They are instructed in 
the several signs, and most severe oaths are imposed 
= them, or the violation of which the penalty 
death — paid Each then in succession 
approaches a partition called the “veil.” An at- 
tendant knocks three times at it, when a voice within 
asks who it is. Upon being informed that it is one 
of the faithful who has obeyed the command, and 
wishes to see the Lord within the veil, he directs the 
person to a certain part of the partition, where still 
concealing himself, he asks various questions of the 
noviciate, and among others, what name was given 
him at the bath. When this has been told in a 
whisper, the unseen informs him that his name shall 
henceforth be such and such. He is then permitted 
to enter, takes a seat by those who have entered 
before, and then waits the arrival of the remainder. 
The concluding act consists of an address either from 
Brigham or one of his counsellors. This certai 
is the most wearisome part of all. At all events. 
can speak for myself. For I never felt so weary as 
when for two long hours and a half J listened to a 
prosy — Brother Kimball. It were in 
vain to attempt to give any outline of what he said 


at pe It may be enough to say that 
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some part of it was intended to be ry of 
the ceremonies then performed, and to show its su- 
periority over what had been done at Kirtland Ohio, 
and Nauvoo on like occasions. Were you washed 
all over then? No you were not, but only your feet 
and your hands. Were you anointed all over then? 
No you were not, but only your bands.” He did 
not — condescend to explain by what authority 
these different changes had been effected. Another 

of his address referred to the several signs, &c., 
in which we had been initiated, and a partial re- 
hearsal of some that they might be more clearly 
understood. He observed that the garment, which had 
received certain cabalistic marks, before we entered 
the veil, was of most — power, and 
that clad in that we should be from every evil 
within, and from men and devils without. Nay 
more than this. It was proof against rifle-shot. 

**T’ll show,” said he, a case that took place between 
some Piete Indians, and some of our people: well 
you know they are reckoned great marksmen, but 
they could not kill any of our boys—and that puz- 
sled them no end. 

After the skirmish was over they told us they 
could see their shots turn aside just before they 
reached those they were aimed at. Well why was 
this? It was just this. They had on the garments 
next their skin, that was the secret... Now I am as 
superstitious as this, I would not be out of them for 
the world;—no, not for a minute, and when | must

“I say, George,” sai (speaking to a brother 
— which was open,) “just look out and 
see if there be any body listening, — ea ves · droppers. 
Well I didn’t know the meaning of eaves-droppers

remainder of his remarks on this subject were cha- 
racterised by such obscenity as should have disgusted 
men,—but spoken before women, mothers, and 
daughters,—they made one’s blood run cold. When 
he had said as much as he thought fit he proceeded 
to make an excuse on this wise.) Well I like to

Turn is nothing more stamps the character of 
individuals or of nations than the position which 
woman occupies, and the respect in which she is 
held. Christian people feel as if they could not 
honour too highly one whom Gop designed to be a 
help meet for man, to whom He hath joined her in holy 
matrimony.

His wives may go or not as they list, but if they 
stay at home he is better pleased. I have seen two 
out of four young wives of a friend begging to be 
allowed to go, and yet refused. Those who live a 
¢ short distance from Zion come on a Sunday in a 
, and sometimes bring two or three wives 
with them, but we must not infer from this that any 
kindness or good feeling prevails among them. No, 
there is nothing of the kind, there cannot be in the 
nature of things. For the wives are jealous of each 
other lest one should receive more of the husband’s 
attention than another. They cannot therefore be 
said to enjoy anything. 

y speaking not more than three wives live 
in the same room with the husband. If a man have 
more than that number he builds another house for 
one or two at the most, but under all circumstances 
the first wife asserts her superiority, and the other 
must submit. Sometimes however this rule is 
broken when a young wife is taken, who is deter- 
mined to govern, and is an ial favourite, until 
another is taken to supplant her. Those who live 
in separate dwellings are constantly visited by their 
husbands, and are kept well supplied with flour,

They 8 moreover another rite peculiar to them- 
selves which is called the sealing, They hold that a 
wife so sealed together with ber children becomes an 
inalienable portion of her husband's kingdom in the 
future state of existence. There they are to go on 
increasing and multiplying until the final day, when 
every man will receive authority, and reign over his 
progeny. He that has a large family and ample 
1 has laid the foundation of an extensive 

ingdom in the worlds to come. All these are but 
so many different kinds of for polyesmy, 
and specious cloakings of their lust. is their 
filthy conversation shows clearly enough. 

Another practice observed by the Mormonites 
seems scarcely less than ridi s, I mean the 
practice of marrying the dead. Let us take a case 
or two in illustration. A young widow with a son 

her late husband from England arrived at the Salt 

and was applied to by an old Mormon whose 
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son had been dead some years. As he was childless 
he could not, according to their theory, inherit a 
kingdom, since he had none over whom to reign. 
The surviving parents full of sorrow and anxiety 
solicited with the most earnest entreaty this youn 
widow to bestow her hand upon their dead son, an 
be sealed as his. If she would do so, they promised 
her subsistence in their house, but = not — 
prevent her marrying any other man. Nay, on 
had a large family, they would become, in conse- 
—— of the sealing, the children of their son. 

owever strange it may appear, this is believed as 
true by a mass of people, and many have been 
sealed into Brigham’s family, so that they might 
share in the glories of his future kingdom. 

One of the most repulsive features of Mormon- 
ism is the proxy system. This is so destructive 
of every — pre Acar feeling, that many staunch 
Mormonites reject it altogether. I heard one of the 
oldest disciples say, that nothing on earth would 
ever persuade him to believe in it, and that if he 
had a dog who believed it, he would shoot him. 
Nor will any reader be surprised when he knows 
what it is. I will endeavour to explain it briefly.

I have heard even an old woman regret- 
ting that it could not be carried out as it was in 
Joseph’s time, and expressing her conviction that it 
never would be, so long as the Gentiles were permit- 
ted to settle among them, and pry into everything. 
For, said she, it is necessary to keep these things 
secret among the faithful, for whilst we were at 
Nauvoo there was great scandal caused by women 
bearing children during the absence of their hus- 
bands. But there are many other glorious principles 
of Mormonism which the Gentiles don’t and can’t 
understand.” 

But there is something more awful and paralyzin 
than all I have 5 narrated. I mean the fearfu 
sin of incest, which is so intimately and closely con- 
nected with polygamy. I could particularize in- 
stances where mother and daughter are married to 
the same man, and live with him as his wives; 
others, where brother and sister are man and wife; 
and so on. Brigham Young speaking once upon 


this subject in the tabernacle, said that he hoped —

In about a year one brought forth a 
daughter, and another a son ; this caused him great 
rejoicing, as he said the sons would in time marry 
the daughters, and thus inalienably become the.

ily, by marrying one o ughters. He per- 
— x family to return with him to the Salt 
Lake. On the voyage his young wife died. He 
solicited and obtained the surviving daughter as 
his wife, and also another young woman who was 
in the vessel, within a fortnight after the death of 
his first wife: he was ied to these two on the 
same day. 

These. transactions, abominable and disgusting as 
they are, are nevertheless legal in Zion ; and he who 
acts upon these principles to the greatest extent is 

ed as the best and most devoted Mormonist. 

It must be admitted, that there are many wives to 
whose better feelings this system is most repugnant, 
and when they are compelled to submit to it they 
give way to carelessness, idleness, and the most 
itter despair, considering that it is utterly useless 
to endeavour to make a home, whose sanctity has 
been violated, and which is no longer hers alone, 
cheerful and comfortable. She therefore takes no 
further interest in anything whatever. Yet what 
can rebellion avail, when she remembers the canon 
of the church, which enjoins, that if a wife will not 
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consent to her husband keeping the celestial law 
she shail be destroyed. The adoption of polygamy 
is most gratifying to the authorities, as when a 
man commits himself to that he is fully and ab- 
solutely bound as it were hand and foot to the whole 
of the — enormities. 

It follows as a matter of course, that one who can - 
not forget the sacred tie that binds him to his wife, 
is looked upon as an object of suspicion ; he is the 
butt and laughing stock of every one; he is taunted 
ever and anon with “What a fine kingdom you'll 
have to reign over!” and other such expressions. I 
have heard Kimball treat the subject as follows: 
„What!“ said he, “a Mormon and only one wife! 
Where is such a Mormon? Nowhere, except he is 
as an old cob!“ 

When attacked upon the subject, the Mormonite 
will quote the examples of Abraham, Jacob, Da- 
vid, &c., as tending to show that the practice had 
met —— approbation. To refute any argu- 
ment based upon these cases is perfectly unnecessary, 
as it has — done, —— object is to give 
a plain unvarnished narrative of simple fact, or in 
other words, to show what is the real and true cha- 
racter of the Mormon system.!

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CHAPTER IX. 


Form or GovERNMENT—PATRIARCHAL BLESSING—AND HOW 
IT IS OBTAINED. 


Next in order, I proceed to give some account of 
the polity, and the several mt in the Mormon 
community. 

First and chiefest in authority and power, is the 
President, with his two Counsellors; their powers 
absolute and uncontrolled.—There is nominally, 
it is true, a legislature, the members of which are 
chosen by the votes of the people in accordance 
with the constitution of the United States, but as 
neither the day of nomination nor election is deemed 
of any moment, since the candidates are selected by 
the governor, whom none dare oppose, the whole 
affair is a mere sham and an uninteresting farce. 

The next in order of the Priesthood is the quorum

There 
are thirty-six of these, and each quorum has its 
president and counsellors, and over the whole of 
them there is a style higher—President and his 


Counsellors. We have, then, the several quorums

As soon as the Saints arrive in the valley, they 
are earnestly exhorted to obtain the patriarchal 
blessing, and keep it by them as an earnest and 
pledge of their future success and r and as 
a proof as to which of the tribes of Israel they be- 
long. The fixed price for this boon is a dollar and 
Many give more; and it must be confessed 
that the blessing is considerably greater in propor- 
tion to the liberality shown by the — 9 — 
ſorm is app down, — the 
patriarch is upon his head, and begins 
an ~ eg which is revealed the secret that the 
associate belongs to the tribe of Judah, Ephraim, 
&c., as the case may be. A recital of the blessin 
he is to enjoy cannot but fill the novice with bright 
enthusiastic dreams, a certain degree of self-impor- 
tance and an ample supply of pleasant anticipations. 
These patria sometimes receive a mission or 
licence to go to the out settlements, in order to give 
the people there an opportunity of receiving thei 
blessings. On these occasions they often have re- 
course to some strange methods of disposing of their 
wares. I may give an instance which occurred a 
few years ago. The patriarch to whom I allude 
went on his mission: on reaching his destination he 
to go from house to house to dispose of his 
blessing, either for themselves or a new-built house. 
In fact nothing would have come wrong to him.— 
To cause his business to flourish he would make 
himself agreeable among the people, and give them 
some manifestation of the prophetic-skill with which 
he was gifted. In order to effect this latter object, 
he would turn the coffee cups over when at meals, 
and begin forthwith some detail of family secrets with 
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which he had become acquainted, or utter prophetie 
visions of the future, with great oracular p and 
_ dignity, and with such a superfluity of language, 
and grandeur of style, as a gipsy might well envy, 
but which he would try in vain to imitate. 

In 1854 when the chief Patriarch, commonly 
called Uncle John, died, it was generally thought 
by the community that the next in seniority would 
have been chosen to fill his place. Such however 
was not the case,—for Brigham installed into this 
very important office, a young man of no experience, 
and whose only qualification was that he was the son 
of Joseph’s brother. Many of the body were not 
only surprised, but annoyed at such an appointment. 
It was pretty generally canvassed, and disapproba- 
tion whispered from one to another. Rumours of this 
reached the ears of Brigham. On the following 
Sunday he addressed the people on the subject in 
the tabernacle, and told them that it was no business 
of theirs,—that he had chosen the right man. In 
fact it is his, said he, by inheritance. He can do no- 
thing else. Therefore such of you as have not the 
Patriarchal blessing, go at once and obtain it, and so 
help the young wan, for he stands in need of help 

much. 

e several orders of the Priesthood are a most 
crafty piece of machinery. It is so contrived that 
every one of them is under a special surveillance of 
the officers, and so fosters the wretched system of 
espionage. It is therefore impossible that any one, 
unless with the greatest caution, and even duplicity 
can design or do anything, without its coming to 
the knowledge of President of the quorum. 

The consequence is that he is summoned before 
the President, and requested to give an account 
of the matter in question, or refute the several 


* ‘ 
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charges brought against him. The most serious 
allegation which can be — ht against any of them 
is absenting himself from the quorum, or showing 
any inclination to leave the place. This latter event 
is dreaded by the authorities more than an hing 
else, as they properly conclude that the revelations 
which could be modo by the initiated, and the expla- 
nation he could give — the world without, would do 
more injury to the cause than the opposition of any 
number of persons, who could not s or write 
from their own experience. Hence use every 
means of intimidation, and threats in cases where 
there seems to be an inclination to leave, and de- 
nounce to eternal perdition all who may effect their 
escape. At the conference in 1854 Heber Kimball 
2 the assembly on this wise. “ Now, if there 


anybody here who is cherishing the spirit of Apos- 
tacy; and calculates upon getting away, he had better 
ty smart about it, as there are plenty on the 

io out. Now I mean to take a vote, that, every 
one who hears of any of the body meaning to — — 
tatize, in order to go either to the States, of 
California, will at once give notice to the Bishop 


that such be cut off from the Church. That’s the 
resolution. You that approve it, signify the same 
by the uplifted hand.” All hands were up. “It’s 
a clear vote,” said he,“ and that’s right.” Here- 
upon up rose Orson Hyde, chief of the Apostles, and 
said,—*‘ Now I have a rider to that proposition, and 
chat is, that if you have an opportunity you dis- 
fellowship them about two inches below the ear. 
It’s the best thing you can do for them. For they 
— to go to Hell anyhow, and the sooner there 
tter.” 


In the spring of the same year a company consist- 
ing of many families, and twenty waggone, resolved 
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to return to the States in spite of all the threats, and 
denunciations uttered against them, and the predic- 
tions that before they had proceeded any distance on 
the journey they would be cut off. They however 
p themselves against attacks by going forth 
well armed, and with a determination to stand by 
each other until the death, if they were driven to 
such extremities. But such an emergency, (in spite 
of Mormonite braggadocio) did not arise. They 
fortunately met on the borders of one of the frontier 
‘States’ with a number of emigrants going west- 
ward, and, joining them, reached their destination in 
ety. | 
Though the rules against Apostacy are so severe, 
yet the authorities and their satellites at times pretend 
to desire that all who are disaffected towards them 
should take their departure, since they prevent the 
blessings of Gop being poured out in all their fulness - 
upon faithful—and He will not bless them 80 
long as these miserable devils remain. Yes!’ con- 
tinued Kimball, “I have by me a little spare cash, 
and if those devils cannot afford to pay for them- 
selves, let them only call upon me, and I will help 
them quick enough.” Everybody knows what the 
hidden meaning of all this is, for none who has re- 
sided in Zion for some years can entertain the least 
doubt that offenders are quietly disposed of. | 
In 1853, four men might be seen at penal labour, 
three of them in chains, and the fourth with the 
tire of a wheel coiled up, as well as the 
chains. He had been condemned upon the charge 
of robbing a store, though from first to last he pro- 
tested his innocence. In a while it was rumoured 
that he was to be set at liberty, as a man in Missouri 
confessed to the commission of the crime. He was 
missed from the chain gang, and was supposed to 
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have effected his escape, but how no one could possib 
divine. In a few days two of the other three fol- 
lowed his example. An advertisement appeared 
forthwith in the News, announcing a reward of fifty 
dollars for their apprehension. About a week after- 
wards in conversation with a friend, who was well ac- 
quainted with all such matters, J asked if any news 
had been heard — — * he — — a

In the June conference of 1854, many were ap- 
pointed to take the charge of different missions. 
Among these was a man of the name of Hartley. 
In the afternoon of the same day, Brigham Young 
stood up in the tabernacle and said, It is not often 
that I revoke an appointment after it has been made, 
but there was a man nominated this morning to 
serve a mission, who isn’t fit for it, if what I've heard 
about him is true. I’m told he’s been acting as 
a lawyer down South; that there he seduced a Mor- 
mon girl; that he stole a horse and made off to the 
city, put up at the Bath house, ran up a score, and 
never paid a cent. If the man is here, let him come 
forward, and clear himself, and if he can, what I have 
said will do him no harm anyhow; but if what I 
have stated is true, the scoundrel should be cut off 
at once.” The man came forward, to the stand, pale, 
and trembling, and endeavoured to rebut the charge. 
But whether it was from the awkward situation in 
which he felt himself, or the consciousness of guilt, 
he made a lame, and stammerin logy, conclud- 
ing with the remark, that he come to settle 


among them, and that they would have the oppor. 
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tunity of knowing whether he deserved the character 
which had been given of him. 

Brigham therefore rose and asked, “Is it neces- 
2 that I should say any more? Lou have heard 
and seen the — move that he be cut off from 
the Church.“ All hands up. Many appeared to 
** — with and pity the man as he retired from 
the stand, and some observed that his life was not 
worth a cent. I saw him in the city about a week 
after then no more. In answer to subsequent in- 
quiries, I was told that his body had been found 
near one of the southern settlements, the Indians, it 
was said, having waylaid and killed him. Another 
man who had resident at the Lake — some 

„was employed by some ps who emi- 
— to — — called the Devil's Gate, some 
320 miles from Zion, to fetch some goods they had 
left there the previous year. As he was returning 
he fell in with two men, who were proceeding to 
Salt Lake with merchandize in order to open a store. 
It was only natural that they should make inquiries 
of the man concerning the place, and the habits 
and usages of the people. His answers were of such 
a nature, that -one of them at once resolved to 
abandon the project, though the other continued on 
his journey. Upon arriving at the city he asked 
others for some confirmation or denial of what he 
had been told on the road. This of course was not 
long in reaching the authorities: orders were given 
for the immediate arrest of the offender. 
being confronted with the merchant, he denied the 
statement, but, after much equivocation, he decided 
the case against himself, by admitting that he had 
— some grounds to the merchant for so speaking.

On the following day, (which was Sunday,) he

None of the dignitaries took the slightest 
notice of the petitioner. He then withdrew from the 
stand, and retired with his hands covering his face. 
Those who knew the case pitied the man ; those who 
did not were lost in — and surprise. It was 
noised abroad at night that Taylor was to be shot the 
next day. But this was not the case. For he had 
so flattered the overweening pride of the President 
by humbling himself in so striking a manner before 
him, that he was preserited with a conditional par- 
don. As an illustration of this pride, I may men- 
tion the fact, that a Mormon poet, going for a 
metaphor, having called Brigham “the Lion of the 
‘Lorp,” he had a block of marble carved into the 
form of a majestic lion, and placed over the door of 
his new residence. 

In fact, Brigham is neither more nor less than a 
domineering, iron-hearted tyrant, and if it were not 
for the presence of the Gentiles, the condition of the 
people would be much worse than it even is now, 
and that were needless, Against the Gentiles he 
often fulminates the most awful imprecations, pray- 
ing that divine vengeance may speedily fal] upon 
them. Sometimes he —.— on this wise: 

But, brother Young,

With these views, Brigham exacted a promise from 
the inhabitants of Zion some five years ago, that they 
would not go to law with each other again. There 
was a deep design in all this. It was intended to 
deceive persons without, and to lead them to believe 
that Zion was the city of harmony, that there were 
no disputes, no no injury committed, no 
wrong done there, which called for the interference of 
legal authorities. And this impression is well kept 
up, as there can be no police reports published, since 
all the matters of this nature are referred for settle- 
ment, not to the judges appointed by Congress, but 
to the Bishops, or what is pompously called the. 
High Courfcil. A fair show is thus presented to the 
world, but they who are within are too sadly con- 
vinced how untrue all this jous appearance is, 
and that instead of being the home of peace, Zion is 


the abode of misery, wretchedness, and dissension. — 
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CHAPTER X. 


ILLUSTRATIONS OF THE WORKING OF Mormonism, 
AND ITS THIEVING PROPENSITIES. 


Tue presence of the Gentiles is a matter which 
troubles the Mormons much, since it is & restraint 
upon their acts. It has formed the subject of much 
thought, and many suggestions have been made from 
time to time as to the possibility of keeping them out 
of the city. Yet the Gentiles are few in number, and 
consist mostly of persons who are on their way to 
California, and halt here during the winter that they 
may obtain provender for their cattle, and resume 
their journey in spring. Brigham Young rating the 
=m for affording them accommodation, said, t 

no business to give these devils anything, mu 
less shelter, and it was the duty of the bishops to 
know the character and circumstances of every one 
in their wards, and, if any of them felt the duties of 
the office too onerous for them, he would soon re- 
lieve them, as there were plenty who-were ready to 
discharge them properly. | 

As acase of administrative justice, I may add 
this to those already mentioned. In the year 1853 
a company of immigrants arrived, among whom were 
a man from London named No——e, and an old 
tleman called C——e. On arriving at Keakuke,

be died, — property consisting of three wag- 
gons, seven yokes of oxen, six cows, a quantity of 
merchandize t from England, and a large sum 
of money, to his granddaughter, who accompanied 
him, his wife being at times insane and subject to 


fits. Immediately after the death of the old gentle- 
man, the man in question married the granddaughter, 
and resumed the journey to the Salt Lake some 
1,400 miles distant. Fits of paroxysm soon seized 
the old lady, and her shrieks and cries attracted the 
notice of the passers by, who thought that the Mor- 
mons were carrying her off against her will. The 
magistrates of Keakuke sent officers after them. 
She was brought back, the merits of the case were 
stated, and they were permitted to proceed on their 

On arriving in Zion the man bought ten more 
cows, intending to farm a piece of ground which he 
had purchased not far from the city. When they 
reached the spot the old lady, who had been confined 
in a waggon because of her insanity, was found © 
dead. Those who assisted in burying her noticed 
some bruises on her body, and concluded that she 
had met her death by violence. The man was in- 
stantly arrested and put upon his trial for murder, 
and found guilty. Previously to the trial the wife 
was waited upon by a pretended la for instruc- 
tions to defend her husband, tellin r at the same 
time that if she had anything of 5 he would take 
care of it, as in the event of her husband being con- 
vieted, all his property would be confiscated. She 
therefore tare res to his care her grandfather’s 
valuable gold watch. As soon as the trial was over 
the people seized upon every atom of her property, 
under the pretence of paying the costs, which were 
rated as high as 1,400 dollars. They had a mock 
auction at which no one was allowed to be present 
but those who had a share in the spoil. The wife 
was thus stripped of everything, cattle, cows, wear- 
ing apparel, and even the very bed on which she was 
lying. The man meanwhile was kept in chains until 
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it was decided what sentence should be passed upon 
him. On the following Sunday he appeared at 
meeting, and petitioned for a new trial. This was, 
of course, denied him. 

In a short time Brigham and his body guard 
came to visit the settlement. The convict 
and obtained an interview. After the whole cir- 
cumstances had been detailed, Brigham replied, 
“T believe — be innocent, and will give you a 

rieve. man then told him how he had been 
stripped of all that he . Ah, I can’t belp 
you in that,” rejoined Brigham, “ now you stop here 
and go to work, and show yourself a good man.”

ity. His wife then applied for her gold watch, 
but the scamp said he claimed that for his services, 
and should not dream for a moment of giving it up. 
They were in fact left so utterly destitute, that the 
wife wrote to a fellow traveller at Salt Lake, asking 
for the loan of five dollars 
which she would repay as soon as her h d got 
work. Such is the so much vaunted liberty of 
Mormondom. 

All who go thither are blinded by the hope of 
escaping what they deem bondage in England, that 
they may obtain full and free liberty in Zion. The 
saints in England are constantly singing a@ song, 
the burthen of which is “In Desaret we're free.” 
Let us hear Brigham Young’s opinion on this mat- 
ter. Speaking on the question of tithing one Sun- 
day, he expressed himself thus,“ Some of you who 
have constant employment imagine that it is quite 
enough if pays tenth part of income. 
it isn’t. If you have a lot, or a of a lot upon 
which you raise anything, you must pay a tithing 
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for that. But I have a word or two more to say, 
and that is, if you have a regular salary, you have 
no right to work on the lot. What, not after our 
hours of labour, Brother Brigham? No, 
haven’t, either before or after business hours. For 
instance, if I employ a clerk in my office at a fixed 

„he has no time of his own. I 
him, and if he spends part of his strength on his lot, 
he is robbing me. I have bought him, and he is my 
servant.” 

“ Yes,” said Heber Kimball, who was sitting 
near, yes, sir, he is your servant,—your slave as 
much as a nigger in the South is the property of his 
master.” 

“Quite correct,” rejoined Brigham. 

Regarding tithing, none, I may remark, is exempt. 
The poorest of the poor, who can gain a bare supply 
of the merest necessaries is bound to work one day 
in ten for the church, as it is called. A tithing is 
also taken in like manner from the men employed 
on public works. Besides, those who grow anything 
on their lots, or keep fowls, are obliged to pay a 
_ tithing of the produce. To neglect the payment of 
this is a most 22 — 4 

Moreover there ig a tax on all property, 
the amount of which is — of the ratio of 
taxation. Every article of property, furniture, wear- 
ing apparel, &c. is valued, and the sum total is the 
basis for determining the amount of the several taxes. 
There are the city, county, ward, school, land, the 
city wall, and the poll taxes. Other calls are often 
made for special purposes during the year, and the 

yment of these is as binding as is that of those 
for which the collector calls. When Brigham went 
down the southern settlement, he wished very 
much to come to good terms with the Utahs who 
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had shown no friendly feeling to the settlers. He 
therefore sent some of his company to the nearest 
settlement to demand two of the finest cattle that 
they had, as he was desirous of making a present to 
the Indians. The settlers did not — cheerfully 


respond to the call, but sent one bullock, saying it 
was all they had to spare. Brigham, enraged beyond 
measure that they should disregard his word, which 
was law, told them to take it back, and within so 
many hours return with four of the best specimens 
of the flock, for, if they failed to do so, he would 
send down a company and take away eight. That’s 
the way, said he triumphantly, to bring the saints 
up to their duty. 

There was at this time a chief of the Utah Indians 
called Walker, who with some others had become a 
Mormonite and been baptized. But this did not 
lead him to change his practices, and he was often 
troublesome to the settlers. Brigham and his — 
took up their resting place not far from Walker’s 
camp. Just before daylight in the morning” (said 
Brigham when giving an account of it in the taber- 
nacle) “I h shouting and other noises in the 
Indian camp. I was anxious to know what it meant. 
When we got there we found it was Walker address- 
ing his people, and preaching the Gospel to them. 
Yes, the spirit of prophecy was resting mightily upon 
him, and he told us all about the war that was 
raging in Europe, the beginning and the end of it. 
Well, how did he get acquainted with it? Why by 
the spirit of revelation, and I knew when I saw him 
that the spirit was resting upon him.” But, sad 
to say, a few days after this, intelligence arrived 
that he had again attacked the settlers, killed 
two, and carried off the cattle. The news of his 
death which followed closely upon these events was 
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2 of great rejoicing and thankfulness in 
city. 

Whilst speaking of the Indians, I may here ob- 
serve that the Mormonites consider it a matter of 
great importance to establish friendly relations with 
them. The faithful are constantly exhorted to show 
them acts of kindness, by giving them food and 
clothing, and such like commodities. For this two 
reasons are assigned. The first, a philanthropic or 
religious one. They affirm that the Indians are 
Canaanites or descendants of those spoken of in the 
Book of Mormon, who sprung from some of the 
_ Israelites that escaped the captivity and peopled 

America. They affirm further that it is to be the 
glory of Mormonism to convert and gather together 
the scattered millions now spread over the wilds of 
America. This of course is a mere pretence, for 
that they care a straw about the salvation of the 
Indians, none who. know them will for a moment 

leve. 

The second, and real reason is, that they may be 
led to act as allies in case of war. In conversi 
with a strong advocate of this policy, he made no 
secret of the matter, but, rejoicing in the stren 
which would be derived from this source, he ad 
that 1 be able to cut up any army which 
Uncle might send against them. On m 
doubting whether the Indians could keep groun 
* a properly disciplined force, he answered, 

ell, but the Indians could steal the soldiers’ horses 
at night, and the devil himself couldn’t catch them. 
Then what would become of Uncle Sam’s army 
when their horses were gone ? : 

That the Mormons expect an attack, and meditate 
a defence, is well known to all that dwell among 


them. Hence their military organization, their con- 
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stant drills, marchings, ge deploying, 


forming squares, both solid and hollow, cannon 
practice, and such careful attention to all other 
military tactics. None except a eripple is exempt 
from service. Even old men have to take up arms 
and learn the science. The raw men are constantly 
addressed by an officer something after this fashion, 
“Well, brothers, I must say you are getting on well, 
I’m pleased with the progress you are making. I 
hope that no one will ever absent himself unless he 
is really sick. You that bave powder and lead, take 
eare of them, for no one knows how soon they may 
be wanted. Things are working mighty fast, and 
it may come sooner than we expect. erefore it 
becomes every one to be armed, and to know how to 
use bis weapons. If one hasn't got a gun, or 
pistol, or sword, let him sell his coat and buy one, 
if he can’t get it without. You, older men, whose 
duty it will be to guard the walls, take care that 
every one of you be found at his post, defending to 
the last, dying sword in hand. member it’s the 
Lorp’s battles you'll have to fight. It will either 
be victory, or death and glory. Well we know it’s 
coming, and where it’s coming from. There’s no 
need for my speaking plainer than this at present. 
But let every one be ready to turn out as soon as 
the call is made,—to conquer or to die.” 

The same subject is also constantly discussed in 
the meetings of the priesthood, and the prospect of 
a rupture, and a contest between North and South, is 

ed as heralding in the day of Mormonite 
triumph. Little do poor Englishmen know that 
when they embrace this system they become “ ipso 
facto” the enlisted soldiers of a scheming dema- 
gogue who merely uses them to carry out his ambi- 


tious designs. Nor can he, on the other band, form 


| 


the slightest possible notions of the contemptuous 
treatment he will receive when he settles in Zion. 

In 1853, when a new band of immigrants arrived, 
Brigham gave notice that he would address them in 
the afternoon, and begged those who had the privi- 
lege of attending every Sunday to stay away in 
order to afford room. Amongst other remarks in 
his address to the new comers, he said, “I hear 
there’s been a good deal of complaining about the

you? Not a bit of it, but on the contrary, I’m glad 
of it. It's just as it should be. You wanted a little 
training, of which ve had one and

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CHAPTER XI.

Aurrx as are the revelations which I have already 
made, it may yet be worth while to bring forward 
some additional proofs of the chicanery, by which 
the whole system is pervaded. Now in 1855, a 
Mormonite engaged himself as teamster to a Gentile 
who was proceeding to California with cattle. When 
he had been some three days on the road, an officer 
overtook him, and demanded 124 dollars, as the ex- 
penses for bringing himself and wife from Liverpool, 
and also the officer’s fees for pursuing him. The 
man exclaimed in ya et Why, I don’t owe 
anyone nol at all. I paid £20 in Liverpool,

SETTLE aT Sait LAKE.

I wave already alluded to the enormous sums col- 
lected for the building of the Temple of the Lorp at 
Zion. So little preparations have been made for this 
end, that I cannot be surprised at the impatience 
which those feel from whom money has been extorted 
for a purpose which they were told was of the chief- 
est importance. An — in the assembly are 
checked instantly by — who threatens abdica- 
tion. And yet what are the acts and teaching of the 
chief of the flock? The acts are nothing : the teach- 
ang is what? I will show you. The people are con- 
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tinually told, that when the ordinances can be cele« 
brated in the Temple, unheard-of blessings will be 
the result. “Can you,” asks Brigham, “ obtain your 
fulness of blessings now in your endowment as you 
can when it is administered inthe Temple? No, — 
cannot. Can you be baptized for your dead now? No, 
you cannot. Why? use that duty can be effec- 
tually performed nowhere but in the Temple. And 
why must it be done in the Temple? Because it is 
the Lonb's House. Don't you understand that the 
Temple is the Lorp’s House, and the tabernacle for 
the people. Then shall we not worship in the 
Temple when it is finished? The holy Priesthood 
will officiate there, because it is their duty to offer 
sacrifices for the people. Now, do you understand!“ 
It may, in passing, be remarked, that one essen- 
tial feature of Mormonism is that the first person in 
every family who “obeys the Gospel, is baptized for 
the dead, even to the utmost limits of consanguinity, 
under the impression, that the effects upon the re- 
presented, will be the same, as if they were actually 
present to receive the rite. A male cannot be bap- 
tized for a female, and vice versd. Now supposing 
this matter to be of such vital importance as the 
represent it, and if it can be essentially celebrated 
only in the temple, upon whose head will rest the 
responsibility of delaying to build “the Lorp’s 
House,” when they have such ample funds at com- 
mand? Let the Mormons look to this. 
It has been said that in many places great suc- 
cesses have attended the Mormonite Missionary 
labours.

_ it must be granted, that, according to 
_ Mormon tactics, Orson Hyde was right, and Orson 
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Pratt wrong. The judicious Mormon elder lays his 
baits from the Bible, and in describing the City of the 
Salt Lake, the Heavenly Zion, he paints it as a land 
flowing with milk and honey, and as possessed of 
every blessing: eo that the youthful listener little 
knows how soon he will be taught doctrines directly 

to those of the Word of Gop, so constantly 
uced. Thus seduced by the beauty of the apple, 
he falls into the snare spread by the fowler, and 
learns in time only that the “ garlic” must be taken 
But to proceed. It is well known that California, to 
which the Mormonites are now forbidden to proceed, 


is the very place to which they were advised to go in 


1846, as may be seen in the circular issued by the 
first President, and addressed to the faithful. In 
that the country is described as most desirable, the 
climate agreeable, healthy, and conducive to long 
life: that it was fertile, well wooded, its rivers 
abounding in fish, its forests with immense herds of 
cattle and game, possessed of great geographical ad- 
vantages, and thinly populated. This account was 
taken from an official report. The people were told 
that the Lorp had chosen the land for them, and 
that they were to go like Abraham, not knowin 

whither. In consequence of this, a company sail 

round Cape Horn in the ship Brooklyn, and reached 
San Francisco. Travelling up the country as far as 
Coloma, they formed a —— by themselves. The 
town which has sprung up there since, and a small 
tract of country round is called “ Mormons’ Island,” 
in consequence of their having settled there in 1845 
—6. At this period, the Mormons, who were at 
Nauvoo, where they had encountered much opposi- 
tion, decided to move as a body thither.

CHAPTER XIII. 


How To raise THe Caen AND GULL THE PEoPLe. 
THEIR ResuLts. 


A NoTABLE scheme to obtain the property of indi- 
viduals was put forth in 1854. It was called the 
“ Consecration,” and was broached by Brigham with 
a flourish of trumpets, which led the people to ex- 
pect that great things were about to take place, and 

ucing the subject in erence Brigham 
to all their —.— of his Men —— 
and skill. He also alluded en passant, to the uniform 
success, which had attended all his business move- 
ments, adding, I have been robbed, and driven, as 
well as many of you,—but what of that? I have 
made thousands and thousands since then, and shall 
continue increasing. Now we only require united 
effort to double what we have got. How shall we 
do it? Why let every one that has any faith, give 
all that he got unto the Loap,—i.e., let im 
consecrate himself, his wife and children, houses 
and lands, and in a word, all he has. How shall 
we give it to the Lorp? Why by giving it to 
the Church you give it to the Lorp, don’t you? and 
don’t you think He'll bless you, after you have 
done so? Then become stewards for Gop, and ma- 
nage business for Him. He will not take all, but 
leave you a portion, as you need. Now if you all 
do this, then the whole city would be the Lonb's. 

“ And what shall we do with the money we make 
of our cattle or wheat? Bring it to the Lorp’s trea- 
sury, and put in a faithful account. Why, I tell 
vou, if you'll do this, you'll be a great and mighty 
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people. Besides, we should not be long before we 
got every Gentile out of our midst. They couldn’t 
ive among us. You would only have to say, You 
must give up ion of that house, I’ve disposed 
of it. But where can I move to? That's no busi- 
ness of mine, but you must quit. Never mind what 
they say—but make them ap I bave now brought N 
this subject before you—for you to embrace it or 
not. We shall soon see who is on the Lorp’s side.” 
Most of the great ones received the proposal with 
acclamation. Amongst them Orson Hyde exclaimed 
— 1 go in for it altogether, but I want to make 
one or two remarks—I think I hear some one ask, 
But can’t I do what I like with my own, after I have 
consecrated ? Suppose I want to sell it, can’t I, eh? 
Certainly not, how can you sell what you have al- 
ready given? But suppose I want to take my family 
out of the territory—can’t I do it? No, you have 
given them to the Lorp. But if I want to take my 
stock with me to another settlement, can’t I do it? 
No, you can’t—not all at least. It is the duty of 
the chief steward in that case to give or entrust 
to you, as much as he thinks proper, and then you 
can commence anew. Now you understand.” J 
Others made different remarks expressive of their 
approval of the scheme. Many gave in their names 
at once, and the following day the office was crowded 
by persons who had come for the same purpose. 
transfer of the property did not take place at 
the same time, as the subscription as ap act of the 
Legislature was required to make it legal. It was 
on this occasion that Brigham put forth the strongest 
claims we ever heard him assert, as to his being 
undoubtedly a prophet. It was done by the cautious 
Brigham by insinuation, and not by open assertion. 
He is too cunning and wary to commit himself 
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thongh sometimes in his prophetical declarations he 
does overreach the mark. 

As I have detailed the organised deception prac- 
tised upon the people in the plundering consecration 
scheme, I will now adduce another characteristic 
of the manner in which they contrive to pass over 
their miserable im res. In 1855 Orson Hyde, 
Chief of the Apostles, and Ezra J. Benson, another 
of the Apostles, were full of the spirit of prophecy. 
The circumstances leading to this took place in 1854. 
Then they had a good harvest throughout all their 
settlements. The crops were the best they had ever 
seen, although great damage had been done to them, 
by some great brown flying hoppers settling 
upon them, and devouring much of the Indian corn, 
onions, beans, and some other vegetables. The wheat 
and potatoes were untouched, and more grain was 
safely housed in harvest, than was sufficient for 
home consumption. Now at this time all the papers 
in the States were full of accounts of the mise- 
rable failure that had arisen from drought in some 

laces; whilst in others fires had spontaneously 
— out, and had raged far and wide with un- 


slacked fury, owing to the dryness of the materials, 


and devastated large tracts of country. 

The Mormonites looked upon this as an infallible 
proof that the States were now about to be visited 
with some sore judgment for their rejection of Jo- 
seph, who had been sent to warn them what the 
Lorp was about to do upon earth. This of course 
was the commencement of their day of visitation. 
This of course could not be disregarded, it was too 
— an opportunity for the display of prophetie 

ill,—so at the conference in 1855 Apostle Benson 

ve an account of his tour through the settlements, 
deggie their happy and prosperous condition, as 
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also their willingness fully to perform their : 
All his meetings had, said he, been most — 
and profitable. He felt that he blessed them in the 
name of the Lorp, and promised that if they paid up 


their tithing, the grasshoppers should visit them no 
more. 


Orson Hyde, ever ready, stood up and informed 
the people that he had important communica- 
tions to make that day.—“ I feel,” said he, “ to re- 
joice with all my heart—yes, I rejoice to know that 
the work of the Lorp is rolling on with a mighty 
and irrepressible power. It is spreading in every 
quarter. The accounts from the various missions 
are of a cheering character. Look at the nations of 
the earth. They are engaged in fierce contentions, 
devouring and — each other, and calling 
upon their gods to help them; whilst we in our 
peaceful valleys are enjoying security and 
peace. No foe can come nigh us, and we have 
abundant proof that the time to favour Zion is come. 
I was delighted with the testimony of my brother. 
We did feel that the Spirit of the Lorp was upon 
them, ay, and is now. Yes! we may be assured 
that the time of our mourning is ended. We al- 
ready enjoy the blessings of plenty and peace in all 
our borders. But I tell you this is only the begi 
ning of good da The balance is to come. Now, 
wes bet, L' tell you what the Lorp is about to do. 
Most of you who are acquainted with the old book 
know the story of Joseph and his brethren. Well, 
you recollect this Joseph had dreams, and visions, 
and revelations of the future. In his simplicity he 
told his dreams to his brethren, who were sharp- 
sighted enough to see that he was to be exalted, and 
they were to be humbled. Well, you know after 


thinking over various schemes they got rid 2 P 
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out of their way, by selling him to some merchants, 
who took him into Egypt, and sold him again. 
Well, did this hinder Gop from carrying out His 
— Not at all. Quite the reverse. Without 
knowing it, they were just doing the very thing to 
bring about what they were wanting to avoid. Yet this 
very persecution of Joseph proved the means of their 
temporal salvation, and the salvation of all Egypt. 
How so? Why he had revelations in Egypt that 
there would be seven years of plenty, and seven years 
of want. He therefore caused houses to be built 
wherein the surplus grain could be stored. But I 
need not go through the whole history as you know 
it well enough already. . What I have to do with is 
something nearer home. We all know that Joseph 
of our day had visions, and revelations of things of 
ter consequence to all the world than was ever 
nown to any man on Gop’s earth. Well, when 
be began to make it known all the Christian world 
was against him,—they were thoroughly enraged at 
him. What! this unlearned young man—a mere 
outh to claim to know revelations, when the most 
earned and pious put forth no such pretensions. 
They could not bear it, and they would not let him 
live here or there, or any where else. Ay, they 
thirsted for his blood. They hurled him up and 
down, and never rested until they had spilt it. Yes, 
they actually took his life from him, and drove his 
followers from among them. 

“And here we are to-day in the wilderness, but 
the light of heaven shines on us. But have they 
thwarted the purposes of the ALmicuty/? not they. 
They have driven us to the very place where His de- 
signs are going to be developed; even our enemies 
must look on. They can’t prevent it. Well, how 
as it going to be done? Why the Lorp is going to 
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ive us in these valleys seven years of plenty, There 
shall be such abundance that you won't have room 
to hold it. Now I want you to begin to build store- 
houses, and don’t be afraid of building them too 
large. Perhaps you are ready to ask, But when 
shall we begin, Brother Hyde ?—Now, right off. 
For this will be the first year of your abundance, and 
next year you will have to begin to build again, and 
80 till you have stowed away enough grain for the 
world, for they will come to you for bread from all 
quarters,—yes, I prophesy that whilst Gop is thus 
blessing you, He will — a famine upon those na- 
tions that could not bear you, but sent you away 
from them, and they will come cringing to the very 
people they hated so much, and beg for food. Yes, 
they will bring their silver and their gold, and throw 
it down in lapfuls for wheat. They won’t let Bro- 
ther Brigham govern, willthey? Never mind, if 
won't make him governor, wheat will, and that’s 
enough. And now, brethren, you know your duty, 
the granary o world. 
of land, 7 — Lou will have — —— 
as you have never seen on the face of the earth, and 
all your enemies shall bow down before you.“ 
uch is the exercise of their power of prophecy, 
No one can be surprised that harangues of this cha- 
racter feed the vanity of the people, cause them to 
adhere to the system, and cherish false, delusive 
hopes. And if this instance in particular, and the 
attendant circumstances are looked at, there will be 
found much, very much, to give it more than an 
ordinary amount of probability, and to impress upo 
the minds of the listeners. The last harvest 
been superabundant : the winter had passed. Spring, 


(and a genial bright sunny spring too) had est i, 
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and served to fan their expectations. Then the 
touching history of Joseph and his brethren; the 
allusion to Smith being murdered by the hands of 
assassins, and to their being then in the wilderness ; 
all these circumstances tended to rivet the attention, 
and strengthen the faith of the Mormonite commu- 
ae It was a fair promise, beautiful to look upon.

In a paper of a subsequent date they had to confess 
that grass rs, locusts, &., had appeared, and a 
sad disease affected the potatoe crops. “ In places,” 
the Editor added, “they had sown a second time, in 
the hopes that they might be able to furnish a little 
soup during the winter. In other places 
where they had sown largely in full faith in the 
ed words, they did not realize one tenth of 
crops.’ 
The sufferings and deprivations of the poor during 
winter were most severe and distressing. They 
were compelled to eat wild roots, and anything what- 
ever that could be converted into food. An in-

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ventory was taken of all the food in the territory, 
and half-a-pound was allowed to each person, i.e., in 
the case of those who could afford to buy. Brigham 
of course spoke upon the subject in the tabernacle. 
“If I were Bishop,” said he, I would search into 
every nook and corner in the house to see if there 
were any open | concealed, before I would five ) 
anything. I recollect a woman sewing forty do 
up in her stays, and vowing the Church should not 
have it. She would rather go to hell, you see, than 
part with her money. Suppose a man comes to me, 
and says, I am without food and clothing. Well, 
what of that? he is simply without food and clothing. 
That's all. But there are some old croakers about 
this city who ought to be kicked to ——. And there 
are some elders who ought to be kicked out and kicked 
in again to bring them up to their duty.” This, 
poor man in happy England, was the sympathy thy 
brothers met with, when well nigh brought to 
the gates of death by hunger: ay, even so that they 
went out, and picked up any beasts belonging to 
emigrants, that had died of themselves. And this 
too was the year in which Mormon triumphs were 
to be greater than they had ever been. Such, reader, 
was the vaunting prophecy, such the miserable result. 
Brigham was undoubtedly annoyed, and it seems 
probable that Orson Hyde did not escape mat ont 


some severe reproof. At all events he was sent out

It is their utmost sole design,—and if 
they gain admission 2 the Union as a State, it 
will be the establishment of a power more tyrannical 
than any that is, or hath been before. Orson how- 
ever subsequently recanted, and as a reward for so 
doing was made President of the Quorum of the 
Twelve. 

One more anecdote illustrative of Mormon ty- 
ranny shall conclude my account. In 1853 there 
were twenty or thirty separatists who met together on 
a Sunday afternoon for mutual edification. News 
hereof was soon carried to the authorities, who com- 
manded the Bishop to d e them. He entered 
the house with a party of ruffians, broke up the 
meeting and threatened them with the most 
consequences if they should dare to assemble again.
